The prior art fails to teach and render obvious the features as claimed in 
independent claim 1 

In claims: 

"logic implementing predefined loop control criteria to enforce 
fairness for single and multiple Loop Switch systems in addition to the 
access fairness algorithm by assigning different access priorities to the 
ports in accordance with different port types, 

wherein the different access priorities are predefined and separate 
from Fibre Channel Arbitrated Loop address priorities."
